People who work to please themselves 
usually please others. 
They are a cheerful, 
unworrying lot for they neither measure 
time nor money. 
Theirs is a pleasure task, 
like an anticipated journey. 
Every physical element in the body re­ 
sponds to a cheerful mind and a peaceful 
heart. We do all too many things with some 
reward in view, or with the hope that our 
efforts may attract attention. 
Things done 
for the pure pleasure of doing them, are done 
to please ourselves, with no thought other­ 
wise. 
The most appreciative audience any man 
can have is himself. 
Inward satisfaction is 
the goal toward which all of us should strive 
— for the pure pleasure that is sure to result.

r MAY strike the reader as an absurd statem ent 
but there does exist a book of diplomatic rem i­ 
niscences which has more humor to the page than 
any product of Jam es Thurber we have ever seen. 
Better humor, for the most part, since it rests on 
a kind of urbanity and hum an feeling which most 
funny men lack entirely. 
Not that Lloyd C. Griscom's "Diplomatically Speak­ 
ing” is merely funny — it is a number of things be­ 
sides. 
It is an American success story. 
It is also a 
social history of a large share of the world from 
the eighties to tile present. It contains nuggets of in­ 
formation and short character .sketches of hundreds 
of notables selected, literally, from every quarter of 
the globe. 
And it shows better than most of the 
ponderous efforts of our diplom ats exactly how di­ 
plomacy works 
Here is the secret, free of charge — 
through personal relations. 
Griscom started life as the son of a wealthy Phila­ 
delphia Quaker with moderately liberal tendencies. 
He was educated abroad as a child and later at the 
W harton School in Philadelphia. 
His entrance into 
diplomacy was accidental. 
Before he was 21 he was 
secretary to Ambassador Bayard, who was our first 
lull ambassador to the Court of St Jam es and some­ 
thing of a character as well 
The post carried no 
salary, and Griscom’s father allowed him only $200 a 
m onth — a larger sum then th an now, of course. 
Father Griscom also had promised his son $1,000 if 
he neither drank nor smoked until he was of age. 
T hat sum fell due early in the young diplomat's 
career, and proved very convenient. 
Griscom was an unusual combination of assurance 
and charm, and he caught on. 
He went everywhere, 
ana apparently lie remembered everything from wiiose 
shoulder the Duke of Cambridge's head fell on when 
the Duke went to sleep at dinner, to the fact th at 
Lord Powys was ticklish. 
Griscom was collecting 
money from Sultan Abdul the Damned with our Navy 
at a tender age, envoy to Persia in hts twenties, 
M inister to Japan during the Russo-Japanese war, 
and Ambassador to Italy at the age of 34! 
Probably 
a unique record. 
Up to and long past th a t time he met the right 
people, charmed them, and was able to use them to the 
profit of this country.

Say Output Lags Be­ 
hind Nation’s Rate 
in 1917 


Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 25 (AP) 
—Tile American B ankers’ associa­ 
tion was informed by its economic 
policy commission today th a t tile 
nation's immediate problem in arms 
production was not “merely 
how 
m uch” but "even more acutely how 
soon." 
The 4,000 delegates to the 66th 
annual convention, were told that 
the nation was lagging far behind 
a corresponding period in 1917 in 
arm s production. 
The commission, of which the 
Cleveland banker Col. Lonard 
P. 
Ayres is chairm an, said the rate of 
acceleration in spending in the first 
eight m onths of 1917 was 28 times 
greater than in Hie corresponding 
period in 1940. 
Urging strongly th a t this rate be 
stepped up as the surest way to 
keep free of war, the report added: 
Modern wars are won or lost in 
the periods of preparation for them. 
Peacetime Work Now 
"It did not take anything like as 
long in 1917 and 1918 to m ake m u­ 
nitions as it seems to be taking 
now, and except in the case of air­ 
planes. the quantities th a t we are 
discussing now- seem small indeed 
as compared with those ordered 
then. 
"Of course one of the great dif­ 
ferences * * * is th a t then we were 
actually at w'ar, while nowr we are 
engaged in unfam iliar undertaking 
of trying to create and equip a 
powerful army, and great additions 
to our navy, In times of peace. Nev­ 
ertheless, the discrepancies in the 
tim e element are disturbing." 
The statem ent of th e policy com­ 
mission paralleled closely an ad­

Main Function of a Seminary 


Is a 
theological sem inary pri­ 
marily a graduate school or a pro­

to do has been a great weakness in 
our planning and in our working,. 
We should clarify th a t issue. 
It 
will help to improve the quality 
of our work. 
A graduate school is one In which 
the 
chief em phasis 
lies 
on 
the 
scholarly pursuit of knowledge. 
It 
adm its only the graduates of stan d ­ 
ard colleges. 
It offers courses lead­ 
ing to degrees higher th an those 
given by colleges. 
It seeks to train 
students for independent study, to 
help them m aster the most ap ­ 
proved 
methods of 
research. 
A 
graduate school emphasizes the in ­ 
tellectual 
element, 
the 
scholarly 
method. 
It trains specialists. 
In 
theology, 
more 
particularly, 
the 
graduate school equips its students 
to push back the frontiers of our 
religious knowledge and add to the 
size of our theological encyclopedias. 
A professional school, on the other 
hand, is one th a t trains its students 
for a profession, a calling th a t re­ 
quires special knowledge or skill in 
serving others. 
The chief objective 
of a professional school is to equip 
men and women for the particular 
vocation to which they have de- j 
voted themselves, their special func­ 
tion in the life of the community.

Another point of emphasis, if we 
are to keep In mind our professional 
character, is the student's m astery 
Iof the Bible. 
The m inister of to- 
! morrow needs to know’ his Bible 
better than any other book 
T hat 
has long been recognized in theory. 
A clearer sense of our professional 
function would make it more con­ 
c re te in our practical program of 
sem inary work. 
If our Protestant C hristianity Is 
to recover its religious vitality "and 
m anifest a greater dynamic for the 
regeneration of society, it m ust di­ 
vorce itself from the moral temper 
of the age. 
It m ust have the cour­ 
age to set up and m aintain a certain 
tension between the C hristian re­ 
ligion and the civilization in which 
it functions. 
Such a state of ten ­ 
sion between the church and society 
can be attained only as our pulpits 
recover a strong Biblical tone. 
Our 
preachers need to be suffused with 
the moral sternness of the prophets. 
They need to be imbued with the 
vitalizing message of the apostles 
the message of a God who entered 
hum an history in Jesus Christ, who 
dwelt among men and taught them 
that He is a spirit and th a t the 
C hristian religion is not a tool but 
a dynam ic spiritual experience. And 
it is the responsibility of the theo­ 
logical sem inary as a professional 
school 
to 
produce 
personalities 
drenched in the message and fu r­ 
nished with the fiber of the Bible 
prophets and apostles 
Then, too. if a theological sem i­ 
nary is to give chief em phasis to 
the training of m inisters, it should 
guard them against the tendency to 
cultivate a small sector of C hristian 
doctrine to the relative neglect of 
the rest of the field 
To that end 
it should 
teach 
them 
effectively 
during their formative years to em- * 
brace in the scope of their thinking 
tile whole wide circle of Scriptural 
teachings and each in its fullness. 
This would go far towards counter- j 
acting the impulses of separations 
and divisions. 
It would teach our I 
preachers to avoid the pitfalls of 
piece-meal versifying in his use of 
the Bible. 
He would learn to lead 
his people around the whole circle 
of 
evangelical 
truth 
in a 
given 
period, and to introduce them into 
broad ranges of Bible teaching. 
It 
would leave no more vacant spaces 
in the filling of hum an needs but 
would m inister to all the require­ 
m ents of hum an nature. 
Above all. 
it would reveal the full glory and 
effulgence of God in the face of 
His Son. 
Anofh«*r reason why the school 
th at trains the m inister for tom or­ 
row should accord more emphasis 
to the Bible is th at Is makes a need­ 
ed 
contribution 
to 
the 
practical 
tem peram ent of preacher and p a s-' 
tor. 
Those who are to lead their 
fellow men in the Christian advance 
of our day need to tie equipped with 
stabilizing norms. 
Modern society j 
every phase of it, is characterized 
by swift changes. 
The complexity 
of emotional currents is fairly be­ 
wildering both to laym an and lead­ 
er 
The C hristian m inister m ast be 
clothed with sobriety of tem pera­ 
m ent and patience of spirit th a t 
will enable him to substitute the!

j the precipitance of revolution Amid 
I a m ultitude of fads and Isms. in an 
age of sudden transform ations and 
i in a land of cults, our minister of 
tomorrow needs an inherent per-

This spirit of probity 
| and steadiness Is not always inborn. 
It can be acquired and Inculcated. 
There is no better means of train ­ 
ing against fanaticism 
than

Bible if it is taken as a whole 
It 
Is the soundest stabilizer of religious 
j experience that is known to church 
history. 
A Bible-centered curriculum will 
help also to integrate the training 
of the m inister and secure unity 
in his educational experience. 
It 
will help to overcome the current 
tendency to spread out the curricu­ 
lum of the seminary by stuffing in 
additional courses as the boundaries 


I of hum an knowledge expand. 
The 
graduate schools of the universities 
have misled the seminaries into this 
fault of a sprawling curriculum. 
A 
new emphasis upon the professional 
character of our theological schools 
will deliver as from the tem ptation 
to “offer courses" on every subject 
even remotely related to religion. 
The same is true of the fragm entary 
character 
of 
our curriculum, 
its 
sharp 
division 
into 
departm ents. 
This has come from the graduate 
school. 
A professional school will 
i circumscribe the range of its under­ 
takings, will limit the number of 
its electives, and 
will 
present a 
single course, a thoroughly integ­ 
rated unit. 
It will aim to produce 
a cultured unified personality rather 
than a profound technical special­ 
ist. 
The best center for such in ­ 
tegration, I hold, is the Bible. 
If 
we take the view th a t the chief 
business of the seminary is to train 
j m inisters, and 
if 
we accept 
the 
statem ent of the American Associa­ 
tion of Theological Schools th a t the 
chief function of the m inister Is "to 
increase m an s knowledge of God 
as revealed in Jesus Chirst,” then 
it follows that the source of th at 
knowledge is the best center of a 
functional curriculum for Protestant 
ministers. 
This Is particularly true 
of L utheran m inisters because they 
consistently hold the Bible to be 
} the record of God's Word. 
For detailed suggestions concern­ 
ing a technique for a Bible-centered 
I curriculum in the professional train ­ 
ing of the minister, may I refer to 
my booklet on "A New’ Strategy for 
Theological Education." 
Suffice it 
to say here th at plans have already 
been laid to unify our own curricu­ 
lum and bend It in this direction 
of a new emphasis upon the Bible 
as the mast im portant book for the 
Lutheran preacher, for the L uth­ 
eran 
pastor, 
for 
the 
Lutheran 
churchm an, for the Lutheran th e­ 
ologian. 


Special Training fur 
The Pulpit 
Still another item that must be 
emphasized in a new way if we are 
to keep our professional function 
clearly before us in the making, of 
good 
preachers 
in 
the 
narrower 
sense of the w'ord, the training of 
men for the pulpit. 
This is im­ 
portant. but it is so self-evident 
that it need not occupy us long at 
this point. 
What nearly every stu­ 
dent w’ants when he comes to the 
seminary Is to be trained for effect­ 
ive preaching in the pulpit. 
W hat 
every congregation without excep­ 
tion wants in the output of the 
sem inary is a good preacher in the 
pulpit 
When this w ant has not 
been satisfied the seminary as a rule 
points to tile quality of the m aterial 
with which it Is required to work 
But many of us should ask our­ 
selves whether we have given the! 
premier proportion of our emphasis 
to this professional item. 
I have already referred to the 
fact that the m an in the pulpit j 
if he is to be effective must be im ­ 
bued with a message from on high, 
must have had vitalizing C hristian 
experience, must be saturated with 
the truth of the Scriptures. 
Tile 
most learned and scholarly sermon I 
in the world is a weak thing beside j 
a preachm ent th at is a genuine 
“word of the Lord ’’ 
But even so, 
this prophetic and apostolic treasure 
in the mind and in the heart of the 
preacher will utterly fail to win 
others unless it is communicated 
effectively. 
It is the business of the 
theological seminary to train the 
messenger for an effective delivery j 
of his message, to equip him to pre­ 
sent the truth he knows and to pre­ 
sent It attractively and persuasively, 
If we keep our main objective before 
us, it will appear a short-sighted 
sem inary policy to store up in our 
student* 
all 
the scientific 
and 


scholarly power of a graduate cur­ 
riculum but to furnish them no 
adequate m eans of contact for the 
application of th at power. 
If we 
think clearly about the professional 
function of the seminary, then all 
the scientific and scholarly attain ­ 
ments of our students will be sub­ 
ordinated to their personal training 
for the pulpit. For our seminary as 
for many others this will m ean a 
new emphasis. 
I am happy to announce that our 
Board of Directors a t a special 
meeting yesterday elected the first 
Incumbent of our C hair of P reach­ 
ing. This is an additional professor 
on our staff, and we hope it may 
prove to be an index to a new ele­ 
m ent in the general tone of the 
seminary 
We hope it will give 
additional significance to the seal 
of 
the seminary, its open 
Bible 
superscribed 
with 
the 
legend: 
Preach, preach the Gospel. For this 
function of training preachers can­ 
not be the exclusive task of a single 
instructor or a single so-called de­ 
partm ent sealed away from all other 
departm ents. It is a m atter for the 
entire institution in all of Its areas 
It should give tone and point to 
the work of all the instructors in 
all of their fields. 
It may even 
change the nam e of the institution. 
at least in popular parlance. 
The 
old-line 
seminary 
th a t 
developed 
during the nineteenth century grew 
up and received its name a t a time 
when system atic theology was con­ 
sidered the m ajor discipline in the 
preparation of the m inister. 
Hence 
the name “theological seminary 
And the presiding officer of the 
sem inary was nearly 
always the 
professor 
of 
system atic 
theology. 
Gettysburg followed th a t tradition 
down to this very year. Now a shift 
of emphasis is due, a shift from 
the centrality of system atic theology 
in the curriculum to the centrality 
of the Scriptures, and a shift from 
the prim ary effort to make theolo­ 
gians to the prim ary effort to train 
preachers. 
Perhaps we shall come 
I to be known as a “preacher-sem i- 
; nary." 
It Is an honorable name. 
It is the name given to the training- 
schools of the prophets in the Lu- 
i theran lands of Europe. Among the 


1 great preachers of pre-w ar G er­ 
many the greatest were those who 
had studied theology at a univer­ 
sity and then received professional 
training at a preacher-sem lnary. If 
; its work is educationally respectable 
and thoroughly done, a preacher 
sem inary will be fully as high In 
prestige as a theological sem inary 
ever was. 


Field Work for Students 


Yet another phase of Its work will 
be emphasized by the seminary th a f 
makes dead earnest with its pro­ 
fessional function. 
We may call 
it the field work of the student. 
W hen the em phasis is placed on the 
graduate character of the school, 
the contacts of the student with 
living congregations are limited both 
in range and in purpose. 
They are 
either for the purpose of financial 
re-inforcem ent of the student or for 
the purpose of securing data for the 
stu d en ts thesis, 
W hen the em pha­ 
sis is on the professional function 
of the school, there is more of this 
contact w ith the on-going church, 
much more of It, and it Is m oti­ 
vated with the purpose of helping in 
the training of the future m inister. 
W hatever may be the advantages 
or disadvantages to the congrega­ 
tion, whatever may be the by-pro­ 
ducts for the Institution, for the 
j student who is in training for the 
! m inistry, a larger area of experience 
with on-going congregations, a more 
! thorough regulation and supervision 
of his field work by the professors. 
will m ean several things of vital 
import 
I t will help to keep his own 
personal devotion deep and steady 
by purposive touch with the com ­ 
munion of the saints th at is In the 
pews, by stim ulating his s#nae of 
vocation, by deepening, his personal 
com mitm ent. 
It will show him the 
! relevance of his scholarly studies 
in the class-room, their relation to 
the living C hristian enterprise; It 
will preserve him from the bane 
of swivel-chair theology by rem ind­ 
ing him creatively th a t real life is 
higher titan our loftiest form ulas 
and deeper th an our most profound 
scholarship. 
And it will furnish 
him with w hat is a valuable asset 
in any kind of education or training, 
namely, responsible participation In 
the activities th a t are pertinent to 
his 
abstract 
studies, 
a 
certain 
am ount of expression to tem per his 
impression 
So it is proposed to make larger 
use of this element in the future 
program at Gettysburg. 
A clear 
perception of our function makes it 
necessary. 
The rapid Improvement 
in 
transportation 
facilities 
makes 
this possible. 
We are now within 
an 
hour’* 
reach 
of 
Hagerstown. 
Frederick, Chambersburg. Carlisle, 
York, and Hanover; within an hour 
and a half of Baltimore and Lancas 
ter and Reading; within two hours 
of W ashington; within three hours 
of Philadelphia; and within four 
hours of New York and Pittsburgh 
Here is abundant opportunity for 
constant contact with every kind 
of congregation 
The plan is to 
establish these contacts for all of 
our students, to direct and super - 
vise them with our teaching staff 
to give them genuine educational 
value and to make them an integral 
vital part of the training of our 
students for pulpit and pastorate 
Several institutions, Lutheran in­ 
stitutions particularly, have intro­ 
duced into their required curriculum 
a year of Internship in a normal, 
established 
congregation.

The technique has been re­ 
fined with experience, and those 
who are using it are enthusiastic 
about it. 
This is not the place to 
set forth the details. 
We simply 
pause to state th a t with our pri­ 
mary concern for the professional 
training of our students, this semi­ 
nary is ready to 
introduce this 
fourth year, this year of internship, 
into the curriculum of the institu­ 
tion as soon as our consistency is 
ready to cooperate in the project. 
As a final word and to avoid all 
misunderstanding, let it be repeated 
th a t there is no thought of receding 
from the present educational stan d ­ 
ards of the seminary. On the con­ 
trary, every effort will be made to 
retain our traditional position as an 
accredited institution conforming, to 
the 
highest 
requirem ents 
among 
theological schools. 
To th a t end 
we shall be ready to modify up­ 
wards both method and content 
whenever the standards of educa­ 
tional practice call for change. 
We 
may even cherish the hope of exer­ 
cising a still greater measure of 
selection in adm itting students to 
the seminary and a higher level of 
requirement in keeping them and 
graduating them. A clearer em pha­ 
sis on our 
professional 
function 
should, in fact, raise our standing 
as a scientific educational institu­ 
tion by furnishing more unity to 
our course, more integration to the 
student’s 
experience, 
and 
better 
personalities for the service of the 
church. 
Our single purpose will be 
to secure the most solid learning 
and 
the 
most 
sober 
scholarship 
within our range but above all to 
sublimate these qualities in glowing 
personalities th a t will prophesy and 
apostolize. 
We w ant to be true to the spirit 
of our church. 
We w ant to serve 
our supporting synods. 
We want 
to conserve the best traditions of 
this old and m erited seminary. We 
w ant to go forward. 
We want to 
help train a better m inistry of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
We want 
to help apply the gracious will of 
our God to the terrible needs and 
dire woes of our times. 
We crave 
the prayers of God’s people for our 
wisdom of mind and strength of 
heart, and not for us only but for 
all those true servants of God who 
are our colleagues on the teaching 
staff, for those who are in the last 
analysis the 
responsible 
directors 
of the seminary, and for the eager 
and devoted .students who come and 
go in the single desire to prepare 
themselves for faithful stewardship 
of the riches of grace in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.

South and West May 
Gain Seats in Congress 


W ashington, Sept. 25 (AP)—The 
1940 census figures indicated Tuesday 
th a t the south and far west would 
gain eight seats in the house of 
representatives a t the expense of 
the midwest and the industrial east.* 
Unofficial com putations made on 
the 
basis of 
prelim inary 
figures 
showed 
that, under 
the existing 
formula, the reapportionm ent due 
next spring may give two extra seats 
to California and one each to Ariz­ 
ona, Florida. New Mexico, North 
Carolina, Oregon and Tennessee. 
The same figures indicated losses 
of one seat each for Illinois, Indiana, 
Kansas, 
M assachusetts, 
Nebraska, 
Ohio, Oklahom a and Pennsylvania. 
These states either lost population 
or failed to gain as much as the 
others. 
No 
official 
com putations 
were 
available, because the census ex­ 
perts who will have to certify the 
results are waiting for the final 
1940 population figures on the states. 
At last count, they had about 125,000 
transients to allocate to their home 
states. 
If these persons are spread 
fairly evenly among the states, there 
may be no change at all In the 
unofficial apportionm ent based on 
prelim inary figures. If the transients 
should be bunched in certain “bor­ 
derline” states, however, they may 
upset the calculations. 
The calculations were based on 
congress’ previously announced In­ 
tention of keeping the num ber of 
seats in the house a t 435—the num ­ 
ber prevailing since the 1910 census. 
Legally, 
congress 
could 
adopt 
a 
system of adding enough seats to 
satisfy the gaining states without 
taking any away from the Indicated 
losers. This was done generally be­ 
fore 1910. 
The prelim inary figures indicated 
th a t each state would be entitled to 
one seat for every 300,280 residents, 
except for the sm aller states which 
are guaranteed one seat. Ten years 
ago tho ratio was one seat for 
279,712 residents.
